Washingtok, March 1.— T6e fight over 
the Kentucky District Judgeship took a 
very unexpected turn to-day. It is now 
said to be the intention of the ereaident 
to appoint Jodie A. M. J. OOehMn, of 
Maysville, as Jnd^te Ban's successor. A 
gentleman who called at the White 
Hoose this momlag states tb«t the 
ident has fully made up his mind on Ihts 
point and may send the nomination to 
the Henate as early as to-morrow. 

Senator Deboe aaw the President this 
afternoon, and while he is very reticent 
OOKcerning his visit, it is known that 
everythiag did not no as the Senator 
wished. He stated to-nigbt that Attor- 
ney General Taylor was out of the rare 
and that he would again aee the Presi- 
dent and urge the aotMltttibeqt of Judge 
W. H. Holt, of Frankfort. 

Of the entire list of candidates no one 
is more objectionable to tbefienator tnan 
Judge Cochran, and it was generally be- 
lieved here that while the President 
might not appoint a first or second choice 
of Senator Del>oe, yet he would at least 
agree to compromise on some one other 
than Judge Cochran, ffM if It had to be 
Col. Walter Evans. 

It has been stated in these dfspatchss 
the objection that Senator Deboe has to 
Judge Cochran ii that he is too closely 
allied to the BradBej faction, and his ap- 
pointment woald be SOIWldeHd a Brad- 
ley victory. 

It seems that the favorable outlook for 
Judge Cochran is due to the work of 
Representative Pngh and Solicitor of In- 
ternal Revenue Thomas. Since Mr. Pngh 
has been out of the Judgeship race be 
has been putting in good licks for Judge 
Cochran, and had an interview in his 
interest to-day immediately before Sen- 
ator Deboeflalled.
